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THE DUTY OF THE FAMILY 



In articles previously published 
In these columns anent the Smith- 
Towner bills anil In a pamphlet en- 
titled "For the Freedom of Educa- 
tion." the duties and rights of par- 
ents in the education of their chil- 
dren have been repeatedly empha- 
sized, along with the rights of the 
community, the delegated rights of 
the municipality and the State In 
the premises. It la refreshing to 
have these views confirmed by a 
Protestant Bishop who, almost forty 
years ago, proclaimed these rights 
and warned against encroachments 
upon this sacred territory by the 
State. The Rev. Samuel Smith Har 
rls, then Episcopal Bishop of Mlchl 
■fan, In a lecture delivered In the 
church of the Holy Trinity, Phila- 
delphia. In Advent. 1882, argued 
with force and clerness for the ac- 
ceptance of this view. "The fam- 
ily," he declared, "Is the divinely 
appointed Institution for the educa- 
tion of the human race, and the 
duty of educating every child rests 
primarily upon Its parents. This 
obligation preceded the establish- 
ment of civil society, and was In 
full force long before Christianity 
began Its work among men. It Is 
important for us to 'remember that 
education has been entrusted by di 
vine appointment, neither to the 
Church nor to the State, but to the 
family — to an institution with which 
the State can not rightly Interfere, 
and which the Church must sane 
tlfy and protect. Hence the right 
Of every child to an adequate edu 
cation Is not distinctively either a 
political or a Christian right, how 
ever Intimately both Christianity 
and civil society may be related to 
It; and conversely the duty of af 
" »«L««ued.ucatujo to, every chjld 
is not distinctively a political or a 
Christian duty, since the duty was 
Imposed and the means for It pro- 
vided antecedent to the formation 
of society and the Institution of 
Christianity. It Is important for us 
to remember then at the outset that 
neither the State nor the Church 
has an original function In the 
work of education proper, but that. 
In so far as they have relation to It, 
they must both enter Into such re- 
lation through the family." 

It is Interesting to note that the 
Bishop goes back to the natural law 
for his opinion — a rather rare oc- 
currence among Protestants. After 
setting forth these views he dis- 
cusses the question from the angle 
of what he considers the proper at- 
titude of the Church and the State 
towards education. "The relations," 
be said, "sustained by the State and 
by the Church to education are es- 
sentially different, as we shall see — 
so different that It is quite Impossi- 
ble to co-ordinate them. Whatso- 
ever responsibility and whatsoever 
authority the State has In the 
matter of education are wholly dele- 
gated, and are limited by the terms 
of the compact or arrangement by 
which such delegation is effected. 
Christianity, on the other hand, ap- 
proaches education, as It does all 
human Interests, from above, and 
with a mission not to usurp Its 
function, or set it aside, but to In 
form, to spiritualize, to complete it. 
Christianity Is related to education 
as an influence from another world 
directed to the whole domain of hu 
man well being; while the State is 
related to education only In so far 
as education may be Intrusted to 
Its supervision and control. And It 
should not be forgotten that such 
supervision and control can be made 
to> extend to only a small part of 
education. For more Is learned by 
the child at home than at school: 
the most Important part not only of 
the knowledge acquired by him. but 
of the development of his faculties, 
the appropriation of his powers, 
takes place under the manifold In- 
fluences of parental authority, par- 
ental example, parental affection 
and in tho atmosphere of the home. 
Nevertheless there is a department 
of mental culture and discipline, the 
supervision and direction of which 
can be wisely delegated to others. 
In other words, teachers may be 
I wisely employed, whose attainments 
and special training enable them to 
secure the best results In such cul- 
ture and d'sctpllne; the teachers so 
employed being merely the agents 
of the parents, and deriving their 
authority from them. In order to 
secure the most efficient teachers It 
Is the natural course of things for 
several families to combine; In 
which case It II quite evident that 
the teacher, as agent of all such 
families, would have authority only 
In those matters which all united in 
Intrusting to him. The case is not 
St all altered when by civil compact 
or enactment the citUens of a com- 
monwealth delegate to the State the 
duty of sustaining and directing 
some part of their educational 
work. In this ease the State Is sim- 
ply the agent of tho families com- 
posing it, and has no direct author- 
ity and no immediate responsibility 
beyond what is thus delegated. It 
Is true that In a representative com- 
monwealth like one of onrs. In 
which popular suffrage Is the an- 
potnted means of delegating nubile 
Authority, It is not the tsmily ss

such, but tho citizen at tho polls, 
who creates and controls the agen- 
cies of public education. Neverthe- 
less the citizens, in this case es- 
pecially, and In every case In some 
sort. Is the representative of the 
family and home; each citizen being 
In the natural order the head of a 
family. The duty, the responsibil- 
ity, the authority of the State then 
in public education are not original, [ 
but derived, and are limited strictly 
to those things which by agreement 
have been delegated to public con- 
trol." 

Bishop Harris' exposition. Impor- 
tant as It Is as a declaration of 
principles, has the particular merit 
of clearness and simplicity. It Is 
likewise a declaratiop of truths that 
stand In need of repetition In this 
easy-going age, when the habit of 
shifting obligations Is so wide- 
spread. The danger involved in 
yielding rights which, once sacri- 
ficed, it may be difficult or even 
Impossible to recover, Is regarded 
entirely too lNfhtly by the present 
generation. Tho educational bills 
mentioned on various occasions, 
particularly the Smith-Towner meas- 
ure, have the tendency f.o advance 
the alienation of fundamental~rlghfs 
to a still greater degree by paving 
the way towards federalization of 
education. But they also have an- 
other dangerous tendency, against 
which a reaction has entirely set in. 
Of this we shall treat In a second 
article.

The one outstanding 
the Republican State 
here Wednesday was that tho Negro 
Republicans had come Into their 
own in the party and from now on 
tho colored man will sit In the In- 
ner councils of the .party. The only 
politics played and the only wire 
pulling done previous to and in the 
convention was by negro Republi- 
cans; the only contest was furnished 
by negro Republicans and the only 
clement that forced Bosses Hert and 
Searcy to waver from their original 
programme was negro Republicans. 
The four delegates to go to the na- 
tional convention wore Hert, Mor- 
row, Mrs. South and Simmons, the 
colored politician, who seems to be 
a transit politician, tho charge be- 
ing made that he doesn't vote any- 
where In particular and gets by on 
his gift as an orator. Simmons was 
the choice of Phil Brown, the negro 
political leader of Hopkinsville who 
won Boss Hert's everlasting grati- 
tude by giving him his half vote 
four years ago against John McCul- 
loch for National Committeeman. 
He was also the choice of Warley, 
the local colored publisher who 
holds a job as city license Inspector. 
This naturally made Simmons the 
choice of Hert and Searcy, but the 
colored men showed considerably 
more gameness than their white 
brothers and they disputed the 
right of the Hert-Searcy machine to 
select their delegate. Hert and 
Searcy backed up and then threw 
Simmons to the wolves, that Is left 
him to tho mercy of the convention, 
and he was beaten badly. The col- 
ored Republicans played the politi- 
cal game like real veterans. They 
cluttered Up the Seelbach Hotel 
lobby on Tuesday night and at the 
convention Wednesday they were 
right on the Job. arm In arm with 
their white brothers, slapping them 
on the back and throwing their 
arniB about them In real political 
"bull" style to get support for their 
candidate. 

In direct contrast to the spirit of 
the colored Republican politicians 
the tame demeanor of the white 
delegates was very noticeable. The 
Hert-Searcy machine controlled 
their every word and their every 
move. Hert being the absolute mas- 
ter of all he surveyed and the 
Searcy brothers, Che« and Roscoe

In his haste to advertise him- 
self as tho only and original de- 
fender of the law. Is responsible by 
h's actions and neglect for the fath- 
erless children of Lexington. Resi- 
dents of Lexington My that the Re- 
nubl'can Campaign Committee will 
hardly ever book Morrow to speak 
In that section again. Again refer- 
ring to the mob. critics say that 
Morrow's actions Suffer by com- 
parison with Senator Stanley, who 
when Governor went personally to 
the scene and faced the mob. Not 
so Morrow. He stayed at a safe 
distance and wrote bombastic bulle- 
tins. 

Poor old Wood Axtnn sat back In 
a mourner's chair and watched the 
machine leaders perform. What an 
awful Jolt Axton, Marshall Bullitt. 
Yarberrv. White and others wore 
handed Saturday In a fake primary. 
All of the antl-ma*hlre leaders took 
their medicine and dln't oven kick 
when the machine turned in a vote 
of 7 000 when by no possible chance 
eould there have been cast a vote of 
2.000. Let us Illustrate: In the 
First ward a return was made for 
Hevburn and Segner of 315 votes 
and Axton 6ft. a total of 374. The 
noils were only onen three hours, or 
IKO m'nutcs. and this wonlil mean 
n rate of over two voters n minute, 
WHICH IS IMPOSSIBLE. There 
are thirteen precincts in the First 
ward and unlike regular elections 
the clerk had to consult the poll 
hooks or If s«. of voters In fifteen 
prec'nets. The Second and Third 
wards furnished a two to a minute 
gait, also the Fourth and Fifth. The 
Sixth ward turned in 404 votes cast 
in cne precinct, over tho popular 
rate of two to a minute, but the 
others and the magisterial districts 
hit the same speedy gait of two to 
a mlnuto. Men that serve in polls 
or men familiar with elections know 
that 60 per cent. Of the voters do 
not know the number of their pre- 
cinct, and the av« rage speed in vot- 
ing is one every tltfee nrnutes. Hut 
here comes th's prize package prl 
nmry and shows the phenomenal re- 
i turn of two n nvnutc, and If AO per 
' cent, of the regular voters do not 
' know their prec'net numl>er, how 
could the majority of the voters Sat- 
urday, who were negroes, make such 
speed. It is safe to say 90 per cent 
of the neero voters do not know 
their precinct number, yet the phe- 
nomenal officials of the Hert-Searcy 
reform crowd voted them at the 
rate of two or more a minute, to- 
tal 7.000. It Is to laugh, but Ax- 
ton and his followers can't see the 
mirth. 

We cannot close without referring 
to "reform," which was mentioned 
so often by the speakers and which 
has been taken as the motto of the 
State and also near Mayor Smith s 
administration here. Of course 
some of Smith's official family and 
aides have been indicted for gam- 
bling, etc., but we won't mention 
that now. How tho Republicans 
practice "reform" was beautifully 
illustrated at the Phoenix Hill con- 
vention. The delegates and audi- 
ence were seated on thousands of 
chairs labeled "KENTUCKY STATE 
FAIR," l»eing taken from the pavil- 
ion at the Kentucky Ktate Fair 
grounds. The chairs were hauled to 
the meeting by. Crutcher Bros. Dray- 
age Company. Mr. Crutcher, of the 
firm, being Chairman of the Board 
of Works. Wonder what the tax- 
payers of Kentucky think about the 
property of the State Fajr grounds 
being carted around to use for po- 
litical meetings. Then again you 
remember how Morrow and others 
of the Republican camp used to 
bellow about the State Fair being 
kept out of polities. After controll 
lng the State Fair three months the 
"reform" Republicans borrow 2.000 
chairs. It looks like the buildings 
will have to be nailed dpwn before 
"reform" gsts Into full swing 
Speaking of "reform." the Keystone 
police have taken it to heart about 
gambling reform and 'hey have 
made several raids lately on kids 
pitching at a line for tobacco tags 
and "busted" up some enormous 
marble games where as much as six 
teen whites and four crystals were 
being wagered at one time.

Tho intense campaign going on in 
America, and which has received 
strength and impetus through tho 
presence and activities among us 
of Eamon De Valera, the chosen 
representative official of the Irish 
Republic, is attracting widespread 
, attention In Europe and especially 
In England and France, where the 
cause of Irish Democracy and self- 
determination has many Wiends. So 
deep Is this Interest that several 
weeks ago, at the request of the 
Westminster Gazette, of London, 
Eamon De Valera gave its New York 
representative a special Interview 
for publication In that Journal In the 
capital of England itself. It Is a 
fine, clear, logical statement from 
he Pres'dent of the Irish Republic 
on the subject of Irish Independence, 
declaration founded upon such 
rue priciples of the right of self- 
letermlnatlnn of small nations that 
reading it and remembering the pur- 
ose for which America entered the 
war we feel that England must con- 
de the Independence of Ireland. 
With the clear, keen, logical eye 
f the statesman, animated by prfn- 
iples of Justice and right. De Val- 
polnts the way by which Eng- 
and may overcome the difficulties 
which her leaders declare it? In the 
way of granting Independence to 
reland. bv doing In the case of Ire- 
land what the United States d d in 
the case of Cuba. He says: 

"The United States by the Mon- 
roe doctrine made provision for Its 
eeurity without depriving the 
atln Republics of the south of 
heir tndenendence and their life 
The United States safeguarded Itself 
rom the possible use of the Islanr 
of Cuba as a base for an attack by 
a foreign power by stipulating: 

" 'That the Government of Cuba 
shall never enter Into any treaty or 
other compact with any foreign 
power or powers which will Impair 
or tend to Impair the Independence 
of Cuba, nor In any manner author- 
ize or permit any foreign powor or 
powers to obtain by colonization or 
for military or naval purposes, or 
otherwise, lodgment In or control 
over any portion of this said Island. 

"Why doesn't Britain declare i 
Monroe doctrine for the two neigh 
boring Islands? The people of Ire 
land, once free, so far from object 
lng would co-operate with their 
whole soul. An Independent Ireland 
would see everything to lose in los 
lng Its Independence — In passing un 
der the yoke of any foreign power 
whatsoever. An independent Ire 
land would see Its own Independence 
of Britain seriously threatened. Mu 
tual self-interest would make the 
people of those two Islands, if both 
Independent, the closest possible al 
t'es In a moment of real national 
danger to either. England would 
have Americans believe that BrU 
sin's safety would he threatened by 
the presence of an Independent Ire- 
land on her flank. Well do Eng- 
land's statesmen know the contrary. 
Well they know thet thus England 
snd Britain would be safer as re- 
rards their legitimate national 
rights than they have ever been 
since they first started on their 
campaigns of aggression aa-ainst Ire- 
land. Human nature Is human na- 
ture. Natural forces will produce 
their natural effects. If certain 
strong ones seem not to do so It 
Tin only be because there Is some 
equally strong d'sturblng or Inter- 
fering force. With a free Ireland

"Personally, not being a Rtns 
Feiner, I believe a republic Is out 
of the question. While it Is tree 
that Irishmen would defend their 
country against armed Invasion by 
any power in the event of gaining 
total separation, it must be remem- 
bered that big empires count now- 
adays, and Ireland has not the re- 
sources to defend herself against « 
formidable enemy. My own solu- 
tion is that Ireland should remain 
within the British Empire, with a 
Parliament similar to that of Can- 
ada or Australia, controlling her 
own finances and trade. We are 
now bled by over-taxation and regu- 
lations hindering our trade and the 
tragedy is that years of experience 
have taught us that Encland Is «n- 
willing to give us such decent meas- 
ures."

Bwl 
eland might become a competitor 
f England In some branches ef ra- 
ustry. Therefore she Is hardened 
with taxes to prevent her having 
money with which to develop her 
own resources and, Incidentals, Ire- 
land is to pay t,ho interest on Eng- 
land's debts.

Official Report of Their Reconstruc- 
tion Activities For the Past 



More Than 800,000 Former Service 
Men Were Placed in Civilian 



Will Establish Employment and In- 
formation Service For Agrl- 
tural Districts.

After repeated affirmations and 
denials it turns out that the Allied 
Supreme Council has been informed 
by President Wilson that if the pro- 
posed Adriatic settlement, to which 
the American Government is not a 
party, is put into force, the United 
States might have to consider with- 
drawing the treaty of Versailles 
from Senate consideration. The ex- 
planation was made in official quar- 
ters that the League of Nations was 
to be the Instrument for enforcing 
various agreements aa to boundaries 
and the like, and that If the United 
States became a party to the treaty 
of Versailles It thus would be sub- 
scribing to the enforcement of 
agreements to which it had not 
given either its approval or consent. 
An early announcement at the 
While House characterized as an 
"absolute falsehood" the statement 
that President Wilson's announce- 
ment contained a postscript bearing 
a threat to withdraw the treaty 
from the Senate. This was recog- 
nized as erroneous as soon as it 
came to the attention of other offi- 
cials. Obviously it did not come 
rrom President Wilson himself and 
It was later explained that those 
who made the statement had spoken 
without complete information. In 
the light of this explanation how 
fortunate It is that the Senate had 
not ratified the treaty months ago* 
This Adriatic affair Is only one in- 
stance of the many European tan- 
gles In which we would become in- 
volved through the Leaarue of Na- 
tions. Had President Wilson had 
his way we would now be Inextrica- 
bly enmeshed In the plots and coun- 
ter-plots of Europe's chancelleries. 
He now uses the freedom which the 
Senate preserved for him to balk at 
the Flnme settlement. It strikes us 
that It will be a good thing to pre- 
serve that freedom. While the Sen- 
ate is considering the possibility of 
compromise on the Lodge .reserva- 
tions, this Incident ha* come up to 
show the advantages of remaining 
free from -Eurorwan entanglements. 
We hope that the lesson will not be 
lost on American statesmen. 



The official report of their recon- 
struction activities for the twelve 
months ending February 15, 1920 — 
the anniversary of the date when 
this phase of their work was nation- 
ally extended — has been Issued by 
the Knights of Columbus. It shows 
that while the war camp work of 
the K. of C. did not officially end 
until November 1, when the organ- 
ization obeyed the War Depart- 
ment's order by withdrawing from 
the ramps, the organization had 
since late last winter been effecting 
a gradual conversion of its camp 
personnel and mode of operation to 
Its now natlou-tvldo reconstruction 
work. The end of the work In the 
camps found the Knights with a 
balance of approximately $7,000,000 
of their war fund left and budgeted 
for reconstruction work — this not- 
withstanding the fact that through- 
out their war work they had had 
no revenue In the shape of fees for 
goods or services from the men in 
the service, as their policy from 
start to finish had been "everything 
free." 

The Knights' system of employ- 
ment bureaus was handled by a 
staff of between 700 and 1.000 sec- 
retaries, who were given the co-op- 
eration of the order's 2,000 coun- 
cils. The Knights employed more 
than 650 former service men at $4 
and $5 per day over periods varying 
from one to three months, and these 
Job canvassers were the most suc- 
cessful in locating opportunities. 
More than 300.000 former service 
men were placed In civilian employ- 
ment by the Knights, at a cost of 
substantially less than $1 per place- 
ment. K. of C. vocational training. 
Initiated In the domestic camps, 
reached the point where 45,000 men 
were enrolled In the various courses. 
The Knights equlnped the schools 
In the camps, supplying teachers and 
text books. When the order came 
for withdrawal from the camps the 
Knights had thirty camp schools in 
operation, the equipment of which 
they turned over to the military 
without compensation. 

Uncertain of the prospects of 
civlllanized vocational schools for 
former service men, the Knights 
made the Initial experiment without 
reference to their war fund, appro- 
priating $50,000 of their private 
funds for the work. The plan, call- 
ing for supplementary schools In 
large cities for both ex-service men 
and women and civilians-^— for the 
former free of all charges and for 
the later at nominal fees — was in- 
ntantaneously successful. Today 
fifty K. C. schools are in operation, 
with a total enrollment of 166,000 
pupils. New York has four with 
an enrollment of 9.000, Boston one 
with 3,000 pupils, Buffalo one with 
1.500. Chicago. St. Louis, Louisville, 
Pittsburgh. Philadelphia. Washing- 
ton and most of the other cities. 
The movement has grown rapidly in 
the West, where San Francisco, 
Spokane. Portland and Los Angeles 
have flourishing schools, while in 
the South. New Orleans, Nashville. 
Augusta. Savannah and other cities 
have prosperous schools. As the 
schools are growing at the rate of 
three per week, and as male and fe- 
male pupils are enrolling continu- 
ously In large numbers, It Is diffi- 
cult to assign definite cost to the 
system: but It is estimated that the 
Knights can give an ex-service man 
sufficient training in motor-mechan- 
ics, telegraphy, acetylene welding, 
accountancy, stenography, etc., with- 
in three to four months, etc.. with- 
varylng from $60 to $80. The most 
popular K. of C. course la auto- 
mechanics. 65,000 men and women 
being enrolled In this. 

The K. of C. service men's col- 
lege scholarships, of which there 
are 510 after final assignment of 
students, will cost aoproxlmately 
$510,000 per year. The Knights 
have predicated sums to provide for 
the fulfillment of these scholarships 
In whatever tttttngency may arise. 
Overhead Is a negligible factor In 
the cost of the reconstruction work, 



as one administrative staff suffices 
for employment and educational 
work and the highest executives 
James A. Flaherty, Supreme 
Knight; Joseph C. Pelletler, Su- 
preme Advocate; William J. McGln 
ley, Supreme Secretary, and Daniel 
J. Callahan, Supreme Treasurer — 
serve without cost to the fund. 

The Knights now contemplate the 
establishment of a nation-wide era 
ployment and information service 
for the agricultural communities. 



AMAZING FICTION. 



Among the amazing fictions with 
which the Ulster Unionist delegates 
regaled their auditors during their 
stay here was this gem: "Thirty 
eight per cent, of Washington's 
army were Ulster Protestants; the 
emigration from Southern Ireland 
did not begin until 1848." Both 
statements are the reverse of the 
truth. It is notable that they were 
careful not to mention any of the 
names of the "Ulster Protestant" 
heroes of the Revolutionary War. 
Had they done so they could not 
have passed over the three best- 
known of Washington's aids — Gen. 
John Sullivan, Jeremiah O'Brien, 
both of Cork, and Comomdore Jack 
Barry of Wexford, the father and 
founder of the American navy. So 
the many hundreds each of Kellys, 
O'Briens, SulKvans, McCarthys, 
Burkes, Sheas, O'Neills, O'Donnells, 
O'Donovans, O'Driscolls, O'Byrnes. 
O'Duffys, etc., who made up such 
a large percentage of the Revolu- 
tionary forces, were "Ulster Protes 
tants!" Oh, fie, gentlemen. 

No leas Inaccurate is the state- 
ment: "Emigration from Southern 
Ireland did not begin until 1848." 
Copies of the records of the New 
York and Philadelphia Custom 
Houses for the four years — 1771- 
1774 — Immediately preceding the 
Revolutionary War. These show 
the number of vessels arriving from 
the following Irish ports: Cork 
135; Dublin. 124; Derry. 96, New- 
ry. 87; Belfast, 39; Waterford, 29; 
Galway. 25; Coloraine, 14; Larne, 
10; K lHula. 3; Sllgo, 2; Dingle, 2; 
Klnsale, 2; Limerick, 1; Drogheda, 
1 ; Klllybeggs, 1 ; Letterkenny, 1 ; 
"Ireland," 4 — a total of 576. It Is 
seen 329 of these came from south 
ern parts and but 247 from north 
em. Nor does this tell all the tale 
At that period, there being no rail- 
roads, emigrants would, In the na- 
ture of things, sail from the near 
est port. Only three of those ports 
— Belfast. Coleralne and Larne- 
are In "Protestant Ulster." 

The section served by the port of 
Derry is largely Catholic, as Is that 
served by Newry, while the other 
northern ports are in purely Catho- 
lic districts. If the emigrants from 
these ports were "Ulster Protes- 
tants," as our reverend visitors 
would have us believe, they must 
have taken a very roundabout trip 
to their point of departure. Assum- 
ing that half of those emigrating 
from the ports of Derry and Newry 
were Protestants — and this Is a 
great deal higher than their pro- 
portion of the population — we find 
sixty-three ships sailing from 
Protestant districts, 183 from ports 
serving mixed districts, four uncer- 
tain and 326 from purely Catholic 
districts. Nor were these years ex- 
ceptional. In 1767-1769 the Ball- 
ings were 187 from Southern Irish 
ports and 131 from Northern, and 
tho numbers from each proportion- 
ate.
